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HOW TO GET RID OF 


-THE BOSS IN POLITICS. 


PROF. NICHOLAS HUTLER’S GREAT ORA- 
TION AT COMMENCEMENT TODAY. 


The fifty-fifth commencement is now 
a thing of the past. It has passed into 
the memory of those who attended its 
exercises and had an interest in its 
meaning. Today was the culmination 
of the commencement week, and yet 
the exercises possessed perhaps to the 
greatest degree the sameness of any of 
the days, though, of course, it was that 
sameness which never grows monot- 
onous. = 


As usual, University hall was more 
than filled with an audience eager to 
witness again the formality by which 
several hundred young men and women 
are marked as having completed their 
college course of study. Quite a while 
before the hour fixed for the beginning 
of the exercises, the various depart- 
ments met at their buildings and 
formed in long lines ready to march to 
University hall to hear the address of 
the day and receive their diplomas. 
Harrison Sid@éle was given charge of the 
march to the hall, and due to his ex- 
perience and skill the various classes 
moved promptly and rapidly, so that 
little delay was caused in beginning the 
exercises. 


‘The day was almost the ideal one for 
commencement. At times it grew quite 
warm, but everyone seemed to regard 
the heat as something necessarily con- 
nected with commencement day. From. 
many sides, however, one could hear 
expressions of approval of the action‘of 
the regents last year in fixing the close 
of college two weeks earlier than it has 
_been in the past. Aleve: 

The exercises of the day were opened 
with an eloquent invocation by Dr. An- 
gell. The speaker of the day, Nicholas 
Murray Butler, L. L. D., of Columbia 
university, was then introduced and de- 
livered a thoughtful and practical com- 
mencement oration. The subject of 
the oration was “Education of Public 
Opinion.” In spite of the crowded hall 
and the, at times, oppressive heat, the 
speaker held the attention of the audi- 
ence throughcut the whole address, 
which lasted about an hour and a half. 

Mr, Butler, in general, traced the de- 
velopment and meaning of public opin- 
ion, but confined himself more particu- 
larly to the relation of public opinion 
to political activity” and political re- 
forms. He described the rise of the 
boss in politics, and showed how public 
opinion should work to overcome the 
evil and change the conditions which 
make the boss possible. Extracts from 
the address follow: 3 

‘Tt is not inappropriate, I think, to 
invite this audience of cultivated men 
and women, peculiarly fortunate in the 
enjoyment of those educational adyan- 
tages which only a free, enlightened 
and generous commonwealth can offer, 
to consider some aspects of the relation 
in which the individual citizen stands 
to the development of public opinion 
and to-the conduct of public business 
in a democracy. 2 

‘The political vitality and integrity 
of a modern state must rest, in the last 
instance, upon the character and clear- 
ness of the political opinions held by 
men who are without official station. 
A supporting body of opinion is essen- 
tial to the conduct of legislative or ad- 
ministrative policy, and a serious and 
high-principled opposition is necessary 
to prevent its exaggeration and abuse. 

‘ Public opinion is not very old. It is 
the child of the art of printing, of mod- 
ern education, of modern means of 
communication, of modern democracy. 
Printing and education made it possi- 
ble. Steam and electricity have de- 
veloped it enormously. Democracy has 
caused it to grow through exercise, As 
democratic tendencies and habits have 


ers. John Hampden’s ship money was 
but a few paltry shillings; not to have 
resisted its payment might have altered 
the course of English history. It is 
only when ‘‘we place every one his 
private welfare and happiness in the 
public peace liberty and safety,” as 
Milton puts it, that we exercise our 
privileges and perform our duty as 
members of society. 

‘‘ The relation in which the individual 
stands to the development of public 
Opinion is a matter which requires ana- 
lysis. It is not quite so simple as ap- 
pears at first sight. Theoretically, 
When a question is to be decided ora 
public attitude taken, each individual 
examines and weighs the evidence and 
the arguments for and against a given 
policy, and arrives at his own inde- 
pendent conclusion. A count is then 
made, by ballot or otherwise, and the 
action or proposal which is supported 
by a majority of those expressing then- 
selves is supported or endorsed. Each 
citizen appears to have the same part 
to play as his neighbor, and the same 
influence to exercise in determining the 
result. Asamatter of fact, however, 
the process is a quite different one. 

“When we come to direct public 
opinion and to study in genesis, we are 
surprised and astonished to find how 
small a share the ordinary individual 
has in making up his own mind; and 
while claiming independence, how large 
ly he is dependent on forces and in- 
fluences with which the student of psy- 
chology and of history is very familiar. 
This is due, in the first place, to the 


very small part which genuine thinking | 


plays in the life of any of us. Weare 
a bundle of reactions, and those reac- 
tions which are systematically directed 
by serious and sustained thought are 
not very numerous. Except for the 
purpose of living up to our reputation 
as human beings and for emergencies, 
most of us could get on very well. with 
considerably diminished brain surface. 
We grow: up aepublicans-or democrats, 


Presbyterian or Episcopalians; we do 
not reason ourselves es a rule into the 
one form of belief or the other, be it 


political or religious. 


“I do not for a moment intend to con- 
vey the impression that we should hold 
no belief and take no action for which 
an impartially reasoned theory can not 
be given. Such a doctrine would bring 
civilization to a standstill through par- 
alysis; for the average individual has 
neither the capacity nor the opportun- 
ity to examinein asternly judicial fash- 
ion the beliefs and the tendencies to act 
which come surging through his exper- 
But I urge that we look the 
facts in the face, “render unto Cæsar

“Itis an illusion of some writers on 
democracy that the march of public 


opinion moyes on with the evenness and 
the regularity of an army on parade.

But they, interested in 
their directions, are a long time in hear- 
ing and a still longer time in heeding 
his call, We readily recognize that it 
has been after this fashion that the

The one question which should 
never be heard in pure politics is the 
same question which should never be 
heard in a university; it is the business 
man’s question—will it pay ?. Ask is it 
right, is it Just, is it wise, is it necessary; 
ut never ask will it pay ! ° 

Let me cite an interesting example of 
the working of this business principles 
in politics. The scere is laid in New 
York, where a legislative committee is 
making inquiry concerning some aspects 
of the municpal government. In the 
witness chair sits Richard Croker, a 
private citizen in the eye of the law, 
but in fact the unchallenged monarch 
of a community of three and a half 
millions of people: 

“ Then we have this,’’ Mr. Moss [coun- 
sel for the investigating committee] 
suggested, “that you participate in the 
selection of judges before they are 
elected, and then participate in emolu- 
ment that comes of their judicial prc- 
ceedings ? ” 

“ Yes, sir;’’ Mr, Croker answered. 

“And it goes into your pocket ?”’ 


“Yes, that is my own money,” the |. 


witness asserted. 

“And the nomination of judges by 
Tammany Hall in this city is almost 
equivalent to an election, is it not?” 
Mr. Moss asked.

for party gain. The third step is to re- 
legate business principles to business, 
and to confine politics to. ends properly 
political. | : 

All this again comes back to the 
point from which we started, the indi- 
vidual citizen. There is no trench in 
which he may hide, no bomb-proof to 
which the weapons of responsibility 
will not follow him. Are you politically 
alert? Are you politically honest? If 
not, you are a bad citizen and a corrup- 
ter, however innocent, of publie opin- 
ion. If so, the standard which you set 
isa high one, worthy of imitation by 
your neighbor. You are doing some- 
thing to educate public opinion.

Late yes- 
terday afternoon they held a short 
session and increased the salary of 
President Angell from $6,000 to $7,000. 
This raise is accepted by alumni here, 
as far as their views have been learned, 
as an evidence that Dr. Angell is go- 
ing to continue to be the head of the 
University as long as he choose2s. Ever 
since he was appointed United States 
minister to Turkey at the beginning of 
President McKinley’s administration-— 
he resigned after one year’s service— 
there have been rumors that wouldn't 
down that on account of his age he 
might not after this year be president. 
The refusal a few months ago of Dean 
Hutchins, of the law department, to ae- 
cept the presidency of Towa State uni- 
versity, at a salary of $7,500 and a bo- 
nus of $1,500 for moving expenses and 
a vacation, when he is getting nut $4,000 
here, was accepted as another .indica- 
tion that President Angel Iwas going to 
retire soon. 

, Dean Hutchins, as most people who 
know anything about the University 
are aware, is presumed to be first in

line to succeed President Angell. It 
does not appear to be doubted that 


Dr. Angell can remain president as long 
as he pleases. Dean Hutchins, so 
alumni say, evidently realized that 
there is more honor in being the head 
of the law department of the Michigan 
university than to be president of the 
Iowa university, and a pretty good 
prospect of succeeding to the presi- 
dency here in a compartively few years 
at farthest, makes his position in other 
ways than simply honorary preferable 
to the Iowa institution’s presidency.

‘The day was almost the ideal one for 
commencement. At times it grew quite 
warm, but everyone seemed to regard 
the heat as something necessarily con-. 


nected with commencement day. From. 


many sides, however, one could hear 
expressions of approval of the action of 
the regents last year in fixing the close 
of college two weeks earlier than it has 


_been in the past. 


The exercises of the day were opened 
with an eloquent invocation by Dr. An- 
gell. The speaker of the day, Nicholas 
Murray Butler, L. L. D., of Columbia 
university, was then introduced and de- 
livered a thoughtful and practical com- 
mencement oration. The subject of 
the oration was “Education of Public 
Opinion.’’ In spite of the crowded hall 
and the, at times, oppressive heat, the 
speaker held the attention of the audi- 
ence throughcut the whole address, 


| which lasted about an hour and a half. 


Mr, Butler, in general, traced the de- 
velopment and meaning of public opin- 
jon, but confined himself more particu- 
larly to the relation of public opinion 
to political. activity and political re- 
forms. He described the rise of the 
boss in politics, and showed how public 
opinion should work to overcome the 
evil and change the conditions which 
make the boss possible, Extracts from 
the address follow: . 

‘It is not inappropriate, I think, to 
invite this audience of cultivated men 
and women, peculiarly fortunate in the 
enjoyment of those educational adyan- 
tages which only a free, enlightened 
and generous commonwealth can offer, 
to consider some aspects of the relation 
in which the individual citizen stands 
to the development of public opinion 
and to-the conduct of public business 
in a democracy. | 

‘The political vitality and integrity 
of a modern state must rest, in the last 
instance, upon the character and clear- 
ness of the political opinions held by 
men who are without official station. 
A supporting body of opinion is essen- 
tial to the conduct of legislative or ad- 
ministrative policy, and a serious and 
high-principled opposition is necessary 
to prevent its exaggeration and abuse. 

‘ Public opinion is not very old. It is 
the child of the art of printing, of mod- 
ern education, of modern means of 
communication, of modern democracy. 
Printing and education made it possi- 
ble. Steam and electricity have de- 
veloped it enormously. Democracy has 
caused it to grow through exercise. As 
democratic tendencies and habits have 
spread, as the circle of human infor- 
mation and human interest has wid- 
ened, as the means of communication 
between man and man and between' 
man and the world about him have ex- 
panded and multiplied, the complexity | 
of public opinion has greatly increased; 
and, while the difficulty of arousing it! 
has diminished, the difficulty of direct- 
ing it has increased many fold. 

“« Asa matter of fact we shall enter 
upon the twentieth century under un-' 
precedented political conditions, Now| 
the level of average intelligence and of | 
education has been so raised, and man’s:

of democracy. 

‘Freedom. of speech and opinion are 
so well established and so uniformly 
acquiesced in that public declarations 
and acts of a kind which one day cost

Bay, are now permitted in Boston and 
in Chicago without restraint, or any

call to accountability despite the fact 


that they may tend to cost the lives of 
American soldiers and sailors serving 
under the flag half way round the 
world. In the long run itis better so. 
A safety-valve is as necessary as a 
steam-chest. : A 

‘The first effect of this new condi- 
tion is that, theoretically at least, indi- 
vidual choice displaces status as the 
force directing public action. The citi- 
zen now throws his influence as he wills 
and not as his fixed, relation to his fel- 
lows dictates. His individual import-: 
ance is vastly increased as his point of 
contact with other individuals or with | 
groups multiply. He becomes less and 
less a cog on a blindly driven wheel 
and more and more a living cell in a 
living body. His political and social 
health and strength influence the health 
and strength of countless others. He 
can not, if he would, cut himself off 
from them and live. - 

“ Burke pointed straight at the typi- 
cal bad citizen when he described those 
‘who think their innoxious indolence 
their security.” The man who submits 
to public imposition to save trouble or 
trifling expense, or who pays to.be 
‘let alone,” or who, priding himself 
upon his integrity and business success, 
affects to ‘‘ despise politics,” -is con- 
tributing his mite to the degradation 
of government and to the tearing 
down of the structure so laboriously 
and so painfully buildea by the fath- 
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action or proposal which is supported 
by a majority of those expressing them- 
selves is supported or endorsed. Each 
citizen appears to have the same part 
to play as his neighbor, and the same 
influence to exercise in determining the 
result. Asamatter of fact, however, 
the process is a quite different one. 
“When we come to direct public 
opinion and to study in genesis, we are 
surprised and astonished to find how 
small a share the ordinary individual 
has in making up his own mind; and, 
while claiming independence, how large 
ly he is dependent on forces and in- 
fluences with which the student of psy- 
chology and of history is very familiar. 
This is due, in the first place, to the 
very small part which genuine thinking | 
plays in the life of any of us. Weare 
a bundle of reactions, and those reac- 
tions which are systematically directed 
by serious and sustained thought are 
not very numerous. Except for the 
purpose of living up to our reputation 
as human beings and for emergencies, 
most of us could get on very well. with 
considerably diminished brain surface: 
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| We grow- up aepublicans-or democrats, 


Presbyterian or Episcopalians; we do 
not reason ourselves 2s a rule into the 
one form of belief or the other, be it 
political or religious. 
“I do not for a moment intend to con- 
vey the impression that we should hold 
no belief and take no action for which 
an impartially reasoned theory can not 
be given. Such a doctrine would bring 
civilization to'a standstill through par- 
alysis; for the average individual has 
neither the capacity nor the opportun- 
ity to examinein asternly judicial fash- 
ion. the beliefs and the tendencies to act 
which come surging through his exper- 
lence, But I urge that we look the 
facts in the face, “render unto Cæsar 
the things which are Ceesar’s,” namely, 
give the feelings and the imitative in- 
stinct their due. When we do this we 
shall come nearer to understanding how 
that public opinion, of which we and 
our neighbors are a part, is formed and 
how it may be and is changed or devel- 
oped. oe 
“Itis an illusion of some writers on 
democracy that the march of public 
opinion moyes on with the evenness and 
the regularity of an army on parade. 
The contrary is the case. If from some 
distant plane we might be so endowed 
as to view public opinion pressing for- 
ward in the United States, we should 
find its skirmish line serried and brok- 
en. Here on one side of the field some 
daring and creative leader has dashed 
ahead and occupied an exposed height 
With his small band of followers, and 
is calling upon the troops to follow and 
to join him. But they, interested in 
their directions, are a long time in hear- 
ing and a still longer time in heeding 
his call. We readily recognize that it 
has been after this fashion that the 
movements for the reform of the civil 
service and of the ballot were set in 
omion; in this way that ‘one needed 
political reform after another will be 
brought about. | | i 
“It is true, as Le Bon says, that the 
advance of civilization are due to the 
small phalanx of eminent’ men, which 
each civilized people possesses, Least 
of all can a democracy hope to sueceed 
without an elite of its own. Destroy 
inequality of talent and capacity and 
life as we know it stops. Democracy 
becomes unthinkable. The corner-stone 
of democracy is natural inequality, its 
ideal the selection of the most fit. Lib- 
erty is far more precious than equality. 
If all the hills and mountains of Eu- 
rope were levelled off, it would result 
in producing a barren, dismal plain 
some 900 and odd feet higher than the 
present shore line. The beauty and the 
productiveness of a continent would be 
gone. [fall the wealth of the United 


States were equally divided among the 


population, it is estimated that we each 
would possess a capital of about $1,100. 
Industry would be reduced to the low- 
est level ever known in modern times, 
everything which makes life agreeable 
would go out of it, and we should all 
be driven to a conflict and struggle for 
a bare subsistence to which the state of 
primitive war described by Hobbes 
would be as nothing. 4 

The individual who realizes what pub- 
lic opinion is and what is his own proper 
relation to it has, then, two things to 
bear in mind: (I) what he does not 
know and (2) who knows it. It is his 
duty so to master some field of human 
interest and activity, however humble 
or however small, that he can as to it 


offer something to his neighbor worthy 


of imitation and rational acceptance. 
It is his duty, too, to seek the best and 
highest models for imitation and ra- 
tional acceptance in fields apart from 
his own, and to recognize excellence and 
fitness wherever found and to defer to 
them. The crude and dangerous nation 
that any citizen is as well fitted as his 
neignbor for any public post is nota 
tend of democracy but of ochlocracy, 
rule by the mob, 

For the conduct of public business 
the party system has been devised and 
slowly perfected, until, in England and 
inthe United States it has reched a 
high degrre of organization and offering. 

“ Political parties had their origin in 
personal interests which it was desired. 
to transform into public policies, and 
they are very far from having lost that 
characteristic to-day. Yet they, and 
they alone, make popular government 
possible, and the individual has a duty 
toward them which is neither fulfilled 
nor commuted by the denunciation of 
party abuses or by cynical contempt for 
party limitations and short comings. 
Men must co-operate, and to co-operate | 
for political purposes is to be a member 
of a political party. One may be a 
member of a party formally and so 
hope to exercise some influence upon its 


ciple and is without suspicion of per- 
sonal feeling. He must, however, re- 
sign himself to- being effective only 
through criticism and at the risk of his 
critical habit Lecoming censoriousness 
and querulousness. ‘The public quickly 
resent either If he is able now and 
then, to accomplish any constructive 
work in the field of legislation, his agent 
will prove to have been either the polit- 
ical party he has lately left or the polit- 
iccal party he has not joined. oe 


“ An extension of the policy of acting 
in small, swiftly evaporating grours, 
outside of the larger party organization 
and in opposition to them, would be a 
distinct loss and a danger to our politi- 
cal system. — 


“Political parties, like armies, nead 
leaders, and Jeaders develop for them. 
Whether the leader be competent, pa- 
thetic and responsible or ignorant, sel- 
fish and irresponsible, depends upon 
circumstances. In the latter class he is 
that new familiar and ominous product 


of our political syftem, the Boss, of , 
not too soon .

“What is to be done with the Boss? 
Above all, try to understand why he ex-. 
ists. The Boss is the joint yroduct of 
two factors—the checks and balances in 
our constitutional system and the moc- 
ern alliance of business and politics. 
Thess powerful party organizations with 
their abundant opportunities for ad- 
vancement to power cnd fame, have 
attracted the ambition of men whose 
aims and methods are not worthy ones. 
To manufacture the finished Boss out 
of raw material requires the possession 
of something, rower or patronage which 
may be sold. Public offices were the 
first valuable counters in the game, pub- 
lic privileges are the second. 

“Just now the sale of public privi- 
leges is proving more profitable than 
the peddling of offices. This is due to 
the close alliance between business and 
politics which has grown up in this 
country since the civil war, and which 
has been helped on amazingly by the 
necessity of securing legislative sanc- 
tion and administrative protection for 
the thousand and one large enterprises 
of a semi-public character which have 
developed all over the country, but par- 
ticularly in and aboye the rapidly grow- 
ing centres of population. 
prises are yery profitable, they begin to 
make returns at once, | 

Men of affairs are eager to embark upon 
them; they will be a public benefit. 
What more stimulating toa legislature 
than to hint that the projectors of a 
given undertaking, for which a fran- 
chise is asked, are good party men, and 
what return more natural on their part 
than a handsome contribution for cam- 
paign purposes to the Boss who has 
dropped the hint? These are business 
methods in politics, and they are far 
more dangerous to freedom than the 
more overt and dramatic forms of trea- 
son. The one question which should 
never be heard in pure politics is the 
same question which should never be 
heard in a university; it is the business 
man’s question—will it pay ?. Ask is it 
right, is it just, is it wise, is it necessary; 
‘but never ask will it pay ! -` 

Let me cite an interesting example of 
the working of this business principles 
in politics. The scere is laid in New 
York, where a legislative committee is 
making inquiry concerning some aspects 
of the municpal government. In the 
witness chair sits Richard Croker, a 
private citizen in the eye of the law, 
but in fact the unchallenged monarch 
of a community of three and a half 
millions of people: 

“ Then we have this,” Mr. Moss [eoun- 
sel for the investigating committee] 
suggested, “that you participate in the 
selection of judges before they are 
elected, and then participate in emolu- 
ment that comes of their judicial prc- 
ceedings ? ” 

Yes, sir;’’ Mr, Croker answered. 

“And it goes into your pocket ? ” 

“Yes, that is my own money,” the 
witness asserted. 

“And the nomination of judges by 
Tammany Hall in this city is almost 
equivalent to an election, is it not?” 
Mr. Moss asked. 

Yes.” 

“o that if you have a controlling 
voice in the affairs of your party and 
secure the nomination of true men you 
may be sure that at least in the real 
estate exchange and in the firm of 
Meyer & Croker you will as a true 
Democrat get some of the patronage?” 

‘“We expect them at least to be 
friendly,’ Mr. Croker answered, depre- 
catingly. 

“And get a part of the patronage?” 

‘« Yes, sir.” 

‘So you are working for your own 
pocket?” . 

‘‘All the time, and you, too,” the 
Tammany leader answered in a firm 
tone. 

“Then it is not a matter of wide 
statesmanship or patriotism altogether 


with you, but itis wide statesmanship, 


patriotism and personal gain mixed up?” 
Mr. Moss remarked. 

“It is ‘to the victor belongs the 
spoils,” was the only reply Mr. Croker 
could make, but it was brimful of 
meaning.* | 

This is likely long to remain the locus 
classicus as to the relation between 
modern politics and modern business, 
Its principle is of wide application; its 
extraordinary features are its brutal 
frankness, and its naive unconscious- 
ness of wrong-doing, and there were 
thousands of Americans who thought 
it was smart. 

That the Boss must be displaced for 
the leader at all hazards, goes without 
saying. To accomplish this, the first 
step is relentless Boss punishment at 
the polls. The second step is to take

ELECTRIC FIRE BALL. 


If the Operator Had Touched It He 
Would Have Been Electrocuted. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: 
“Electricity is like a mule in one re- 
spect,” said a veteran Operator. “You 
can never tell just when it’s going to 
get up on its front legs and kick you 
into the middle of next week.

As nearly 
as I can describe the thing, it was like 
a globule of molten metal, glowing 
through and through with incandes- 
cent fire and shimmering with every 
color of the rainbow. It was beautiful 
to look at, and fascinated me like a 
snake.

Neryst’s Electric Lamp. 

Much interest is expressed both in 
Europe and in America in the new 
electric incandescent lamp invented by 
Professor Nernst of Gottingen, Ger- 
many. This lamp dispenses with the 
Vacuum bulb of the ordinary incan- 
descent lamp, and in place of the 
fragile carbon filament’ Professor 
Nernst uses a piece of Magnesia, The 
essence of his discovery ig that when 
magnesium oxide is heated to a very 
high temperature a weak electric cur- 
reut suffices to make it intensely lum- 
nous. ‘The difficulty in making tne 
lamp commergially useful lies in heat- 
ing the magnesia cheaply, At present 
this is effected by placing the mag- 
nesia at the focus of a reflector which 
concentrates the heat -derived from a 
spiral of platinum raised to incandes- 
sence by electricity, 
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The Life Time of a Nation. 

It is evident to every reader of his- 
tory that nations have what may be 
called a life period, at the end of which 
they decay. Half a century ago a 
French writer undertook to determine 
the average duration of national life, 


and he arrived at the conclusion that 


it was between 800 and 1,000 years, Re- 
cently Dr. D. G. Brinton has taken 
up this inquiry inea scientific spirit, 
and after pointing out what may be 
described as national diseases, based 
upon lack of proper food, misuse of 
poisonous Substances, misdirection of 
the mental and physical powers, etc., 
he concludes that, barring some dead- 
ly blow from without, which would cor. 
respond with a fatal accidents in the 
case of an individual, there is no rea- 
Son why a nation might not prolong its 
existence indefinitely. But to do that 
it must be constanly wide awake and 
on guard against degeneration.

JUSTICE FIELD’S MANNER. 


His Readings of Court Decisions Were 
Almost Inaudible. 

The late Justice Field had a most 
exasperating way of reading the deci- 
sions of the court, says the Chicago 
Post. He would mumble through a 
long document in a voice that was in- 
audible ten feet away. W-hen he fin- 
ished not ten persons in the courtroom, 
outside of his associates on the bench, 
who knew in advance what he was 
scheduled to say, had the slightest idea 
of the scope of the decision. He was 
very teeble for many years, and for his 
especial accommodation an elevator 
was put into the wing of the capitol 
oceupied by the supreme court to lift 
this octogenarian from the ground floor 
to the court room. Of late years he 
has lived much within himself, mak- 
ing no calls and receiving few. ‘Khe 
ladies of his family, however, had a 
special fondness for society, a circum- 
stance which probably coxtributed to 
his judicial longevity. In a social way 
there is nothing in Washingten quite 
so dead as an ex-member of the su- 
preme beneh, whereas a sitting justice 
is an important personage. ‘The small 
social group of which the supreme 
bench is the eenter is the prost ex- 
clusive and seleet at the national cap- 
ital, It turns down ambassadors, cab- 
inet officers and senators, and as for 
common, everyday congressmen, they 
can hardly get within speaking dis- 
tance of the lackeys who minister to 
the wants of the elect. The time ar- 
rived, however, when even iron-willed 
Stephen J. Field had to give it up. He 
realized that the machine had about 
run down, and that it was his duty to 
step aside. fe was 81 years old when 
he terminated his pubtic career and 
drew the curtain.
